| of these, the government allotted 
nearly .Sl&l.ooo.noo for relief, hut the 
sums were not always judiciously ex¬ 
pended. In 1 !hh'i the government gave 
40 pounds of flour a month to nil per¬ 
sons under eighteen years old and over 
fifty-nine. Those between these ages 
' received no allowance, and the older 
mil younger shared their pittance 
with the others.

FINE OLD ENGLISH DWELLING 

— 

Stokesay Castle, Dating From 1291, 

Has Many Unusual Attractions 

for the Tourist. 

Stikesny castle, which dales back to : 
1281. Is sinflmbly one of the finest of 
all England's old dwellings. Although 
called a castle, this ancient dwelling Is 
really r fortified manor, and all of Its 
ancient characteristics have been 
maintained through the last 500 years 

The great hall, which Is over 50 j 
f»et long and 30 feet wide, is easily 
the most striking feature of the old , 
manor house. The windows of the j 
castle are all large, and the hall was | 
thus ronde a much more pleasant place ; 
to live In than the majority of houses j 
built In England at thnt time. 

During the thirteenth century the 
builders first began to make English 
dwelling houses pleasant to live in. 
Instead of mere places of shelter or , 
defense. Window* of the king's houses j 
were ordered to he glazed, outside j 
doors to have protecting porches, flie j 
places to be built, and numerous other 
household additions made. In some 
places the windows were filled with 
painted glass and the walls decorated 
with rare paintings.

The word “maru" attached to the 
name of every merchant ship and 
commonly accepted as meaning "ship" i 
Id renlit.v has no known meaning. Ac¬ 
cording to a Japanese authority the 
word Is the survival of a custom ceil- | 
turles old. There are two opinions as 
to how the custom started. The story, 
the more likely to he the true one, Is 
thnt In ancient times the Japanese 
attached “maru” to the name of any- j 
thing precious or highly prized, as a 
sword or a baby. II was first applied 
to a ship’s name about 2,000 years i 
ago. when the Empress Jingo sent an 
expedition to Korea. She ndded the 
word to the name of the ship thnt 
transported the troops to Korea. Ever j 
since then “maru" has been associated 
with the name of a steamship or sail¬ 
ing vessel. It Is never used with the 
ue me of a warship. 

Ancient Honduran City. 

Oopan is an ancient ruined city of 
northwestern Honduras, on the Copan 
river.
